• Ensure that systems for assessment are embedded and analysis of data is used to support 
curriculum and improvement planning; 

• Self-evaluate more effectively and put written development plans in place to target areas 
for further improvement; 

• Formalise systems of governance so that the newly formed advisory committee holds Pre- 
School leaders to account
